Many  school  people  visit  the  new 
campus  these  days.  One  of  the  most 
distinguished  headmasters  here  in  the  East 
recently  commented  as  follows:  “I  still 
cannot  say  enough  for  the  beauty  of  the 
campus  and  the  distinctive  personality  of 
the  whole  school.  I loved  it — as  it  is — and 
as  it  will  be.”  Now  that  we  have  been  using 
the  plant  for  several  months  and  have  seen 
how  Mr.  Rump's  designs  actually  func- 
tion, we  feel  as  this  visitor  did.  It  is  fine 
now;  it  will  soon  be  better  still. 

The  biggest  news  of  the  day  once  again  re- 
lates to  buildings.  We  have  received  fur- 
ther major  gifts  toward  construction  of 
the  new  concert  hall  and  music  building 
proposed  in  memory  of  Ruth  Harrington 
Ellsworth  of  the  class  of  1922.  The  Ruth 
H.  and  Warren  A.  Ellsworth  Foundation, 
whose  initial  gift  of  $750,000  was  an- 
nounced last  fall,  has  given  an  additional 
$250,000.  The  Mildred  H.  McEvoy 
Foundation,  which  carries  the  name  of 
Mrs.  Ellsworth’s  sister,  an  alumna  of  the 
class  of  1924,  will  contribute  $100,000. 
The  Francis  A.  Harrington  Foundation, 
which  carries  the  name  of  Mrs.  Ellsworth’s 
brother,  will  add  $50,000  so  that  this 
magnificent  new  building  will  be  con- 
structed for  $1,150,000.  It  is  still  too  early 
to  give  you  details  or  drawings.  The  hall 
itself  will  be  relatively  modest  in  size;  fine 
acoustics  are  the  first  consideration.  A 
thrust  stage  will  permit  its  use  for  dra- 
matic events  as  well  as  for  musical  affairs. 
There  will  be  numerous  classrooms  of 
various  types,  dressing  rooms,  a choir  re- 
hearsal room,  several  offices,  listening  and 
practice  rooms,  and  a special  room  for 
our  unique  collection  of  ancient  keyboard 
instruments.  Construction  is  expected  to 
start  next  spring  and  to  be  completed  in 
the  fall  of  1968. 

As  this  fine  addition  to  the  plant  takes 
shape  on  the  campus  other  buildings  will 
also  be  under  construction.  These  will 
include  a new  classroom  building  near  the 
coach  house  with  a large  number  of  lecture 
halls,  seminar  rooms  and  faculty  offices; 
another  village  of  six  buildings  to  house 
150;  an  additional  wing  for  the  Refectory, 
to  provide  a new  campus  shop  and  small 
student  union.  Immediate  renovations 
will  improve  present  physical  education 
facilities;  further  work  will  add  a new  in- 
firmary, library  expansion,  and  offices  for 
student  organizations.  These  facilities  are 
sorely  needed,  for  attractive  as  the  present 
plant  is,  it  is  minimal. 


Many  of  you  have  asked  me  to  tell  you 
more  about  Mr.  Ellsworth,  for  he  has 
proved  himself  one  of  the  best  friends 
this  college  has  ever  had,  and  we  are 
deeply  grateful  for  his  interest.  The  ac- 
companying picture  identifies  a man  whom 
I hope  many  of  you  will  be  privileged  to 
meet.  He  intended  to  create  something  on 
his  late  wife’s  campus  that  would  perpetu- 
ate her  great  interest  in  music.  He  and  I 
have  talked  for  hours  with  Ernest  Rump, 
our  gifted  architect,  and  with  David 
Hicks,  chairman  of  the  department  of 
music.  We  have  walked  about  the  campus 
together  studying  possible  locations  and 
have  come  to  know  one  another  well.  He 
lives  in  Worcester  and  is  an  alumnus  of 
Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute.  Some  of 
you  may  well  have  met  him  when  he  came 
to  college  events  as  the  father  of  Nancy 
Ellsworth  of  the  class  of  1956  (now  Mrs. 
Harvey  C.  Peterson  of  Bothwell,  Wash- 
ington). Thanks  in  large  part  to  his  help 
the  college  will  strengthen  even  further  its 
unusual  offerings  in  the  field  of  music.  We 
are  very  grateful,  too,  to  Mrs.  McEvoy, 
whom  many  of  you  know,  and  to  Mr. 
Harrington,  for  major  generosity  toward 
this  project. 

When  these  new  buildings  are  finished  we 
propose  further  expansion  of  the  library 
by  adding  a wing,  creation  of  an  art  build- 
ing either  by  entirely  new  construction  or 
by  renovating  the  barn,  construction  of  a 
gymnasium  that  is  much  needed,  the  addi- 
tion of  a fourth  village,  and  perhaps  some 
faculty  housing.  Endowment  funds  will  be 
essential  for  the  longterm  future,  too.  All 
this  will  take  time,  but  many  people  have 
indicated  serious  interest  in  helping  to 
provide  the  necessary  funds,  so  the  delay 
should  not  be  too  great  before  the  college 
has  all  of  the  tools  it  needs  to  do  its  job 
superlatively  well. 

What  kind  of  a job  will  it  be?  We  do  not 
anticipate  any  major  changes  in  the  nature 
of  the  institution.  We  intend  to  remain  a 
small  two-year,  liberal-arts  college.  We 
intend  to  continue  emphasis  on  general 
work  in  the  humanities  and  sciences,  leav- 
ing specialized  majors  to  others  whose  tra- 
dition favors  them.  Increased  size  will 
promote  some  broadening  of  the  cur- 
riculum, and  this  will  receive  increasing 
attention  as  the  time  approaches  more 
closely.  What  new  work  will  be  offered  in 
the  natural  sciences,  in  languages,  in  the 
social  sciences  and  in  allied  areas?  Stimu- 
lating discussions  are  now  taking  place 
regarding  changes  in  subject  matter  and  in 
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approach.  We  shall  try  to  keep  you  fully 
informed  as  decisions  are  made. 

It  is  people  that  give  a college  its  basic 
strength.  Good  teachers  and  other  staff 
deserve  and  rightfully  expect  good  salaries. 
Ours  are  average  now  among  the  best 
junior  colleges  and  will  be  far  stronger  in 
1966-7.  They  must  climb  again  in  1967-8 
to  insure  that  we  are  at  the  top  of  our 
group.  To  make  this  possible  the  trustees 
announced  in  early  April  an  increase  of 
$300  in  tuition  for  ail  resident  students  to 
take  effect  in  1967-8,  a year  from  this 
coming  fall.  Expansion  and  resulting 
economies  in  operation  the  following  fall 
should  protect  this  upward  salary  trend 
for  the  future.  No  students  presently  en- 
rolled will  be  affected  by  this  increase, 
although  next  fall’s  freshmen  will  carry  it 
as  seniors. 

Each  year  sees  some  departures  from  the 
staff.  This  June  Mrs.  Harriet  Howe 
Greene,  who  joined  the -faculty  twenty- 
four  years  ago,  in  1942,  will  retire.  She  will 
be  much  missed  as  hundreds  of  students 
and  alumnae  have  known  her  well.  Her 
deep  interest  in  young  people  made  her  the 
good  friend  of  many;  she  earned  respect  as 
an  effective  and  stimulating  teacher.  Levis 
H.  Hampton  and  his  wife  (Marie- 
Antoinette  Lee,  ’43)  will  continue  next  fall 
at  nearby  Endicott  Junior  College  where 
both  have  served  as  members  of  the  speech 
and  drama  faculty  during  the  past  year, 
while  he  was  on  sabbatic  leave.  They  first 
came  to  Pine  Manor  in  1953  to  work  in 
the  speech  and  drama  field  under  Mrs. 
Marguerite  Brodeur  Lee  who  retired  in 
1962.  Dr.  William  E.  Bridges,  one-time 
director  of  admissions  and  present  chair- 
man of  the  English  department  is  joining 
the  faculty  of  Mills  College  next  Septem- 
ber in  the  American  studies  field.  He  came 
to  Pine  Manor  in  1958  and  has  made  a 
very  great  contribution  both  as  teacher 
and  as  administrator.  Members  of  the  class 
of  1959  will  recall  that  his  alumna  wife, 
Mondi  Kump  Bridges,  grew  up  in  Palo 
Alto  so  this  means  a return  to  her  home 
region.  We  are  sorry  to  lose  both  full- 
time members  of  the  physical  education 
department — Dr.  Jean  Brown,  who  came 
in  1962,  and  Jane  Hartman,  who  joined 
the  staff  in  1959.  Also,  some  more  recent 
appointees  will  complete  their  associations 
with  the  college  this  June.  We  have  been 
extremely  fortunate  in  finding  able  re- 
placements, and  will  take  pleasure  in 
announcing  their  appointments  in  a 


subsequent  issue  when  pictures  and  full 
stories  are  available. 

The  many  friends  of  Katherine  Baxter  of 
the  class  of  1954,  instructor  in  music,  will 
be  happy  to  hear  that  she  is  shortly  to  re- 
join the  faculty  with  her  health  fully  re- 
stored after  a long  bout  with  illness.  She 
will  resume  her  full  teaching  schedule  on 
her  return. 

Mary  Gegerias,  chairman  of  the  depart- 
ment of  modern  languages,  visited  Paris  in 
January  to  meet  with  the  directrice  of  our 
third-year  program  and  with  the  students 
and  some  of  their  instructors.  As  a result 
in  part  of  her  suggestions  certain  portions 
of  the  program  will  be  strengthened  fur- 
ther in  1966-7.  An  advisory  committee 
involving  faculty  members  of  other  key 
junior  colleges  has  been  formally  named. 
The  number  of  candidates  for  admission 
to  the  program  is  higher  than  heretofore. 

An  accompanying  story  in  this  issue  indi- 
cates that  William  P.  Person  has  been 
named  vice  president  for  operations.  It 
has  been  my  privilege  to  work  with  Mr. 
Person  for  nearly  seven  years.  His  addi- 
tion as  a full-time  member  of  the  adminis- 
tration is  extremely  important  to  the 
college  at  this  stage  of  complex  projects 
and  rapid  development. 

Alumnae  of  the  Boston  Club  deserve  much 
praise  for  excellent  handling  of  a highly 
successful  style  show  at  the  Ritz  in  March. 
Good  leadership  from  the  officers  and  fine 
committee-work  led  to  the  sale  of  every 
available  seat  and  an  enjoyable  experience 
for  all  who  attended.  It  is  seldom  that  the 
alumnae  of  a small  college  take  on  so 
large  a project  so  effectively. 

We  recorded  the  opening  of  the  college  for 
the  first  time  in  Chestnut  Hill  on  8 mm 
colored  movie  film.  The  result  is  hardly 
professional,  but  it  does  give  a pretty 
clear  view  of  what  happened  at  this 
memorable  time.  The  film  is  available  to 
any  club  or  sizeable  group  of  alumnae 
that  asks  for  it  through  Mrs.  Henkels  in 
the  alumnae  office.  If  you  were  unable 
to  get  here  in  person  this  past  fall  the 
movie  will  at  least  let  you  see  some  of  the 
things  that  went  on  as  Pine  Manor  started 
its  new  life  in  Chestnut  Hill. 

There  will  be  much  to  enjoy  here  at  re- 
union time.  Do  come  back  if  you  can.  We 
are  reviving  the  old  tree-planting  cere- 
mony that  many  of  you  will  recall  with 


some  nostalgia.  The  new  Refectory  is 
being  wired  for  proper  sound  amplifica- 
tion as  I write  this,  so  you  will  fully  enjoy 
whatever  events  occur  there.  Old  friends 
will  be  coming  from  all  over  the  world, 
and  they  will  hope  to  find  you  here.  What 
better  time  could  you  choose  to  come 
back?  Bring  husbands  along,  too.  Men 
are  always  welcome  here  and  feel  at  home. 

Those  of  you  who  have  children  of  either 
sex  facing  the  problems  of  getting  into  col- 
lege will  profit  from  reading  a pleasant 
treatise  on  the  general  subject  written  by 
John  Yeats  entitled  The  Sheepskin  Psy- 
chosis, published  by  Lippincott.  As  for 
the  situation  here  at  Pine  Manor,  our 
policy  remains  as  it  has  been  for  the  past 
decade.  Regardless  of  the  competition  of 
hordes  of  others,  daughters  will  be  ac- 
cepted if  we  feel  they  can  handle  the  work. 
The  program  is  challenging  and  not  easy, 
so  some  must  be  disappointed  each  year, 
but  this  practice  has  proved  itself  and  we 
mean  to  continue  it.  The  number  of 
alumnae  relatives  in  the  freshman  class 
each  fall  seems  to  climb,  which  is  as  we 
want  it. 

Do  plan  to  come  back.  This  college  is 
yours.  You  will  like  the  way  it  is  develop- 
ing, we  think,  but  in  any  case  we  would 
would  like  to  have  your  reactions  and 
ideas  to  help  us  in  planning  its  destiny  for 
the  years  ahead. 
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Letter  to  Francesca  Alexander  from  John  Raskin,  who  in  1882 
began  editing  and  publishing  her  beautifully  illustrated  manu- 
scripts. Francesca  was  the  cousin  of  Constance  Grosvenor 
Alexander,  head  of  the  English  Department  from  1916-41.

Pine  Manor’s  Literary  Treasures

IT  is  unusual  for  a small,  two-year  college  without  research 
facilities  to  have  in  its  library  a valuable  collection  of 
literary  treasures.  Yet,  thanks  to  devoted  alumnae,  to  the 
college’s  founder,  Helen  Temple  Cooke,  and  distinguished 
faculty  members  such  as  Constance  Grosvenor  Alexander, 
head  of  the  English  department  from  1916-’41,  the  Pine 
Manor  Library  Collection  includes  items  that  become  price- 
less with  the  passing  of  the  years. 

Miss  Cooke  brought  to  the  campus  to  talk  to  her  girls 
many  leading  literary  figures  of  her  time  as  well  as  those  of 
eminence  in  other  fields.  As  a result  the  library  houses  auto- 
graphed works  of  several  noted  novelists  and  poets.  There 
are  volumes  by  Vachel  Lindsay  inscribed  to  Miss  Cooke.  In 
The  Chinese  Nightingale  and  Other  Poems  he  has  written  on 
the  fly-leaf:  “To  Miss  Helen  Temple  Cooke — with  the  very 
good  wishes  of  Nicholas  Vachel  Lindsay,  October  27,  1917, 
Springfield,  Illinois.  ‘The  Merciful  Hand’  was  written  at 
Dana  Hall.  See  page  35.”  Other  literary  lights  whose  auto- 
graphed works  are  in  the  Pine  Manor  Collection  are:  Hugh 
Walpole,  Josephine  Preston  Peabody,  Hugh  Lofting  (“Dr. 
Dolittle”),  Victoria  Sackville-West,  George  Frederick  Kung, 


Walter  De  La  Mare,  and  William  Faulkner. 

Outstanding  in  the  collection  are  three  letters  written  in 
1886  and  1889  by  John  Ruskin  to  Francesca  Alexander,  nee 
Esther  Frances.  It  was  he  who  discovered  the  talented  author 
and  artist,  called  her  Francesca,  and  began  editing  and 
publishing  her  beautifully  illustrated  manuscripts.  These 
letters  are  indeed  collector’s  items  and  were  given  to  the 
library  by  Francesca's  cousin  and  author  of  her  biography, 
Constance  Grosvenor  Alexander. 

Included  in  one  letter  is  a charming  poem: 

“Dear  Violet,  for  your  birthday’s  good 
I graft  a moral  on  my  wood, 

That  Life  with  all  its  ‘Ifs’  and  ‘Buts’ 

Is  first  like  almonds,  then  like  nuts. 

In  early  spring  we  can’t  but  think 
Its  blossoms  will  be  always  pink. 

Then — when  the  dainty  colour’s  lacking 
Its  lessons  need  sagacious  cracking. 

Wise  Violets,  from  their  rough  externals 
Educe,  with  care,  the  sweetest  kernels.” 
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Fly-leaf  from  The  Chinese  Nightingale  and  Other  Poems  in- 
scribed to  Pine  Manor's  founder.  Helen  Temple  Cooke . by  the  poet 
Vachel  Lindsay. 


Because  of  Pine  Manor's  interest  in  these  two  gifted  people 
whose  letters  were  prolific  and  were  compiled  in  book  form, 
the  college  was  delighted  to  receive  from  Mrs.  Ruth  Cook 
Hyde,  Class  of  1912,  a rare  first  edition  of  Roadside  Songs  of 
Tuscany,  translated  and  illustrated  by  Francesca,  along  with 
a copy  of  her  book,  The  Story  of  Ida. 

Among  Mrs.  Hyde's  other  gifts  is  a copy  of  The  Psalms: 
Frae  Hebrew  Intil  Scotlis  by  P.H.  Waddell,  which  may  not  be 
intrinsically  important  in  itself  but  is  valued  because  of  the 
autograph  of  Sarah  Orne  Jewett,  distinguished  regional 
novelist  and  short  story  writer. 

One  of  the  cleverest  means  of  obtaining  an  autograph  was 
carried  out  in  1915  by  Miss  Adele  Lathrop,  the  first  Director 
of  Pine  Manor,  when  she  sent  John  Masefield,  Poet  Laureate 
of  England,  a check  for  ten  dollars.  The  check  was  endorsed 
by  him,  cashed  and  returned  to  her;  it  was  only  recently  and 
by  accident  that  it  was  found  clipped  to  the  last  page  of  one 
of  his  books.  This  would  not  happen  today  for,  unfortunate- 
ly, the  rubber  stamp  has  done  away  with  the  personal  en- 
dorsement of  checks  by  celebrities. 

Madame  Chiang  Kai-shek  visited  the  Pine  Manor  campus 
many  times.  As  a result  of  her  long  and  intimate  friendship 
with  Miss  Hetty  Shepard  Wheeler  the  library  possesses  auto- 
graphed copies  of  her  books. 

One  of  the  most  important  gifts  left  to  the  college  is  the 
collection  of  letters,  manuscripts,  autographed  editions  and 
pictures  bequeathed  by  Mrs.  Marjorie  Henry  Ilsley,  who 
taught  French  here  from  1951-58,  after  retiring  as  Head  of 
the  French  Department  at  Wellesley  College.  Among  the 
900  items  are  the  autographed  works  of  such  French  writers 
as  Paul  Fort,  Stuart  Merrill,  Andre  Fontainas,  Albert 
Mockel,  Edouard  Estaunie,  Camille  Mauclair,  Henri  de 
Regnier,  Rene  Ghil,  and  Viele-Griffin.  Jean  Cocteau  and 
William  Faulkner  were  among  Mrs.  Ilsley's  friends,  and  both 
wrote  personal  inscriptions  to  her  in  French.  She  also  left  to 
Pine  Manor  the  manuscript  of  her  own  book  about  the 
editor  of  Montaigne’s  essays,  Marie  de  Gournay,  which  was 
published  posthumously  in  1962  under  the  title,  A Daughter 
of  the  Renaissance. 

For  the  interest  and  edification  of  the  students  literary 
treasures  are  exhibited  in  the  library.  In  future  exhibits  ad- 
ditional cherished  items  will  be  displayed.  The  college  is  in- 
debted to  its  donors  for  their  generous  gifts  of  rare  and 
beautiful  books,  letters  and  manuscripts,  which  have  helped 
to  enhance  and  add  excitement  to  the  entire  library  col- 
lection.

HISTORY  OF  PINE  MANOR  BEING  WRITTEN 

Since  September  1965  Miss  Ruth  Woodman  Russell  has  been 
examining  old  documents,  studying  publications  and  cor- 
respondence, and  interviewing  alumnae.  Her  painstaking 
research  is  preparation  for  The  History  of  Pine  Manor,  which 
she  will  write. 

Ideally,  the  historian  of  a college  should  be  one  who  has 
been  personally  involved  and  who  is  imbued  with  the  spirit  of 
the  college.  No  one  could  be  better  qualified  for  this  impor- 
tant  task.  A member  of  the  history  department  from  1932  to 
1953,  Miss  Russell  is  highly  respected  and  revered  as  one  of 
Pine  Manor’s  great  teachers.  In  the  fall  of  ’63  she  returned  to 
the  campus,  again  to  teach  history.  In  June  ’64  she  agreed  to 
undertake  her  present  assignment.  We  shall  notify  all 
alumnae  when  the  history  has  been  published  and  is  avail- 
able. 

NEW  OPERA 

An  exciting  event  on  the  Pine  Manor  campus  occurred  when 
the  Belgian  composer,  M.  Henri  Pousseur,  discussed  his  new 
opera,  Votre  Faust,  which  will  have  its  world  premiere  in  the 
near  future.  M.  Pousseur  is  collaborating  with  the  French 
writer,  M.  Michel  Butor,  in  the  creation  of  this  modern  work. 
M.  Pousseur  has  lectured  at  Princeton  and  at  the  Juilliard 
School  of  Music.  This  was  his  initial  lecture  in  the  New 
England  area,  to  be  followed  by  appearances  at  Brandeis  and 
Harvard  before  his  return  to  Europe.

The  Service  League  has  done  it  again!  The  auction  on 
March  third  cleared  $2000 — the  largest  amount  ever. 
The  Music  Room  in  the  Main  Building  provided  a perfect 
location  for  it  and  was  filled  to  capacity.  Auctioneer  Dr. 
Rodman  Henry  and  his  able  assistant,  Kay  Appleman  '66, 
skillfully  took  advantage  of  mob  psychology.  Cajoling  here, 
coaxing  there,  they  extracted  suitable  bids  for  their  super- 
lative wares,  and  all,  of  course,  for  a worthy  cause. 

This  auction  has  become  a tradition  at  Pine  Manor  and  is 
one  of  the  bright  spots  of  the  term.  Some  alumnae  will  recall 
that  it  originated  when  Miss  Dorothy  Harvey,  who  taught 
Psychology  from  1946-58,  was  faculty  adviser  of  the  Service 
League.  At  that  time  the  faculty  and  house-heads  provided 
cookies,  cakes,  hand-knitted  mittens  and  sweaters,  bridge 
lessons,  and  even  dancing  lessons.  As  time  went  on  meals  in 
faculty  homes  proved  to  be  popular.  This  year  Sunday  sup- 
pers, brunches  and  dinners  were  offered  for  groups  of 
students  numbering  from  four  to  twelve.  Two  weekends  with 
faculty  members  (one  in  Maine  and  one  in  New  Hampshire) 
engendered  spirited  bidding.  Each  house  had  something  to 
offer  in  varying  degrees  of  originality  and  ingenuity;  a dance 
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band,  dates  at  Harvard  and  Yale,  a five  minute  shopping 
spree  at  the  local  self-help  food  market.  The  Council  of 
Seven  offered  breakfast  in  bed  to  all  thirty  girls  in  one  house. 

Service  League  is  an  organization  whose  function  it  is  to 
help  others,  both  financially  and  through  voluntary  services. 
At  one  time  the  Christian  Association  was  responsible  for  all 
the  charitable  works  of  the  college.  Some  will  recall  that  it 
was  voted  to  consolidate  all  charity  programs  under  the 
Service  League,  an  all  college  organization,  thus  giving  all 
students  the  opportunity  to  participate.  This  transition  was 
effected  by  Miss  Hetty  Shepard  Wheeler,  beloved  former 
dean  of  the  college,  who  continued  to  guide  and  advise  the 
Service  League  for  many  years.  It  has  become  traditional  to 
give  about  half  the  proceeds  of  the  auction  to  the  Hetty 
Shepard  Wheeler  Scholarship  Fund,  which  was  established, 
much  to  her  joy  and  gratification,  during  her  lifetime.  The

6 6 /Charity  begins  at  home.”  It  seems  we  have  made  this 
slogan  a part  of  our  religion  even  though  it  was  in- 
vented by  a Roman  pagan  and  is  directly  contrary  to  the 
story  of  the  Good  Samaritan.  It  should  instead  be  known 
that  charily  begins  where  the  need  is  the  greatest  and  the  crisis 
most  dangerous.  Service  is  a form  of  charity,  and  it  was  said 
by  Benjamin  Franklin  that  “the  most  acceptable  service  of 
God  is  doing  good  to  man.”  This  is  just  what  the  Service 
League  tries  to  do  in  its  volunteer  program.  The  particular 
part  of  this  program  I’m  to  talk  about  is  the  work  in  the 
Children’s  Hospital.  Before  I went  I really  didn't  know  what 
to  expect.  We  had  even  been  oriented  to  the  program,  but 
that  didn’t  help  much  either.  We  had  been  given  a typewrit- 
ten pamphlet  of  do’s  and  don’t’s  that  was  so  long  that  we 
were  rather  frightened.  Some  of  the  rules  were: 

1)  Always  to  explain  to  the  child  why  we  were  leaving 
every  time  we  left — the  reason  being  to  put  us  on  a more 
personal  level  with  the  child. 

2)  Another  rule  was  to  check  with  the  nurse  if  uncertain 
about  anything. 

There  were  other  rules  but  these  were  basic. 

I can  still  remember  how  scared  I was  the  first  day  I walked 
into  the  hospital — of  what  I'm  not  sure  except  maybe  break- 
ing a rule.  As  we  put  on  our  pinafores  and  walked  through 
the  hospital  to  the  House  of  the  Good  Samaritan  where  the 
children  were,  I wondered  what  I would  say  to  them.  I had 
never  done  this  sort  of  work  before  and  I had  doubts  about 
my  capabilities.  My  first  encounter  was  with  a young  girl  who 
was  in  for  treatment  of  polio.  Upon  talking  to  her  I found 
that  she  had  a beautiful  baby  daughter  who  was  being  taken 
care  of  by  her  husband  until  she  could  go  home.  I talked

with  her  for  a while,  then  left  when  a friend  of  hers  came.  I 
then  went  into  the  girls’  room.  They  were  all  eating,  so  there 
wasn’t  much  for  me  to  do  except  talk  with  them.  I was  a little 
ill  at  ease  not  knowing  what  to  say  when  one  of  the  girls 
started  asking  me  questions.  1 talked  with  her,  trying  to 
bring  everyone  into  the  conversation.  It  wasn't  easy  to  con- 
duct a general  conversation  because  the  ages  of  the  girls 
were  so  different.  One  was  a baby,  another  about  12,  and  two 
others  about  14  or  15.  After  the  lunches  were  taken  away  one 
of  the  girls  started  playing  records — I believe  it  was  Peter, 
Paul  and  Mary — and  as  they  all  began  to  sing  I realized  that 
they  were  just  typical  teen-agers  liking  the  same  things  I did. 
This  is  more  of  a startling  conclusion  than  it  sounds.  These 
girls,  of  whom  many  had  been  in  that  hospital  for  years,  of 
whom  some  were  crippled  for  life,  and  others  were  extremely 
fat  due  to  glandular  problems — these  girls  could  have  easily 
felt  sorry  for  themselves,  could  have  moped  around  acting 
indifferent.  They  didn’t.  I found  the  same  to  be  true  of  the 
boys.  As  a matter  of  fact,  you  would  hardly  know  the  boys 
were  sick.  I have  never  seen  such  a rambunctious  lot.  While 
one  girl  was  getting  food  thrown  in  her  face,  and  I was  getting 
a tomato  in  my  pocket,  another  girl  was  trying  to  keep 
Johnny  from  riding  the  elevator.  But  what  each  one  of  them 
needed  was  a friend.  Someone  to  care  for  them  and  about 
them.  This  is  what  we  tried  to  do.  When  we  left  for  the  day 
everyone  of  those  kids  had  won  our  hearts — and  we  realized 
it  wasn’t  we  who  had  helped  them  but  it  was  they  who  had 
taken  care  of  us,  showed  us  what  to  do,  made  us  feel  at  home. 

It  was  just  as  John  Bunyan  said  in  the  Pilgrim's  Progress — 
“He  who  bestows  his  goods  on  the  poor,  shall  have  as  much 
again  and  ten  times  more.”

6 6 r-p-iHERE's  no  business  like  show  business”  was  merely  an 
_L  expression  to  me  two  years  ago.  Little  did  I know 
when  I began  working  on  Great  Scot  the  enormity  of  the 
truth  in  those  words. 

Strangely  enough,  I got  started  on  this  venture  through  my 
husband  who  was  doing  business  with  one  of  the  two  authors 
— Gregory  Dawson,  a public  relations  man  by  day  and 
playwright  by  night.  Mark  Conradt,  who  collaborated  with 
him  on  the  book,  is  an  ordained  minister  and  school  teacher. 
The  third  person  in  our  foursome,  and  the  one  with  whom  I 
worked  the  closest,  is  Don  McAfee.  Don  is  musical  director 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  White  Plains,  N.Y.,  and 
a teacher  at  King’s  College.  Great  Scot  was  a first  effort  at  a 
musical  for  all  of  us.  I had  been  writing  lyrics  in  the  pops  field 
for  a number  of  years,  whereas  Don  had  been  working  in  the 
classical  field.  Hearing  contemporary  melodies  unleash 
themselves,  therefore,  was  sheer  joy. 

We  began  our  task  summer  before  last  (1964).  We  spent 
many  beautiful  summer  days  working  so  hard  we  had  time 
to  catch  only  a glimpse  of  the  sun  through  the  window.  We 
spent  many  evenings  tearing  up  pages  of  the  book  and  throw- 
ing out  songs.  We  rewrote  and  rewrote  to  such  an  extent  that 
if  we  were  to  delve  into  the  archives  of  our  memories,  we’d 
have  enough  material  for  four  musicals. 

Summer  ended  and  as  the  leaves  turned,  so  did  the  pages  of 
Great  Scot.  Winter  changed  to  spring  and  as  another  summer 
approached,  we  were  ready  to  begin  auditions  in  an  effort  to 
raise  money  to  launch  our  musical.  We  hired  professionals  to 
sing  the  two  leading  roles,  and  pitched  in  on  the  other  parts 
ourselves.  I’ve  never  really  counted  our  auditions,  but  we  had 
many.  Since  the  book  was  geared  to  Broadway,  an  exhorbi- 
tant  amount  of  money  was  needed  to  launch  the  show.  How- 
ever, after  weighing  all  the  aspects  of  Broadway  against  those 
of  Off-Broadway,  and  after  long  deliberation,  we  decided 
that  our  first  production  would  go  Off-Broadway — for  one- 
tenth  the  capital  investment  and  in  one-quarter  of  the  time. 
After  a number  of  months  we  got  our  capitalization;  getting 
it  was  an  experience  we  are  not  likely  to  forget!  We  even  had 
to  audition  for  the  manager  of  the  theater  we  wanted. 

The  “ball”  finally  started  rolling,  and  the  problem  of 


casting  was  next  in  line.  Robert  Burns  was  not  an  easy  man 
to  find.  We  had  our  director,  choreographer,  set  designers, 
etc.  And  then  one  day  Allan  Bruce,  a Glasgow-born  Scot 
with  a beautiful  voice  and  sparkling  personality,  walked 
through  the  door  and  we  knew  he  was  Robbie  Burns! 

Opening  date  was  set  for  November  10,  with  three  weeks 
of  previews  preceding  it.  The  problems  that  ensued  would  fill 
volumes.  A week  and  a half  before  our  first  preview  we  had 
to  change  directors  and  musical  directors.  The  cast  had  to 
learn  new  lines  and  many  additional  lyrics.  Charlie  Tate,  our 
new  director,  performed  miracles.  Then  we  had  the  news- 
paper strike!  Our  first  few  previews  were  catastrophic!  We 
had  all  kinds  of  technical  difficulties,  but  as  November  10 
drew  closer  things  were  ironed  out.  On  November  9,  as  we 
were  rehearsing  for  a big  theater  party,  the  lights  went  out! 
Everyone  had  his  own  particular  problem  on  that  strange 
night,  but  to  us,  ours  loomed  gigantic.  A Broadway  show 
slated  to  open  the  night  of  the  blackout  had  to  move  the 
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Mrs.  Richard  H.  Leeds,  a successful  pops  songwriter  for  many 
years,  describes  the  “blood,  sweat  and  tears ” that  were  involved  for 
her  and  her  collaborators  in  creating  and  launching  their  first 
musical — Great  Scot. 


opening  up  to  November  10.  Since  an  Off-Broadway  show 
which  wants  the  critics  would  not  open  “against”  a Broad- 
way show,  we,  too,  had  to  move  our  opening  up  one  night. 

I woke  up  the  morning  of  November  1 1 to  a day  that 
seemed  unreal  from  start  to  finish.  For  weeks  now,  Greg, 
Mark,  Don  and  I had  been  having  misgivings  about  the 
reviews — each  of  us  imagining  the  critics  would  praise 
everything  but  the  part  for  which  he  was  responsible.  It  was 
now  time  to  face  the  music.  The  crowd  at  Theatre  Four 
looked  elegant.  You  could  sense  the  excitement  of  friends 
and  relatives  that  always  make  up  part  of  an  opening  night 
audience.  During  the  second  act,  I noticed  some  single  males 
straying  out.  I knew  their  newspapers  were  waiting.  The 
audience  was  receptive.  The  applause  was  tremendous.  The 
show  was  over,  but  the  pain  was  beginning. 

At  11:15  that  night  we  watched  one  critic  on  television.  He 
was  most  unkind!  Our  hearts  sank,  but  by  the  next  day,  we 
had  read  all  the  reviews  and,  although  they  were  completely 
mixed,  we  felt  that  in  this  year  of  theatrical  disaster  we  had 
come  out  all  right. 

I shall  never  forget  that  first  review.  It  was  like  walking 
down  the  street  naked!  When  I realized  how  many  people  all 
over  the  country  had  heard  it — I moaned.  It’s  all  behind  me 


now  and  the  blood,  sweat  and  tears  that  went  into  that 
musical  will  make  the  next  one  that  much  easier.  We  all  said 
that  if  we  had  had  any  conception  of  the  man  hours  that 
would  be  required  of  us,  we  would  never  have  done  it! 
Ironically  enough,  I can't  wait  to  do  it  again. 

Editor’s  Note:  Although  Great  Scot  closed  just  before  Christ- 
mas, the  venture  is  far  from  closed.  It  may  open  in  other  major 
cities  before  long.  Mrs.  Leeds  writes:  “We  ran  for  two  months, 
which,  if  a survey  were  made,  would  put  us  in  the  top  half  of  the 
1965  theatrical  class.  For  the  persistence,  for  the  ability  to  accept 
the  pain  with  the  joy,  for  the  combination  of  humility  and  self- 
confidence,  I will  always  be  grateful  to  Pine  Manor.”

Placement  Service 

ELEANOR  LAWSON  WILSON  ’32 

Mrs.  William  Wilson  estimates  she  spends  three  of  the 
twelve  months  of  the  year  traveling.  “I  go  to  Europe 
for  a month,  usually  in  March.  Last  year,  however,  I stayed 
over  five  weeks  in  order  to  cover  all  my  territory.  Then  I 
make  one  major  trip  to  the  west  coast  in  the  fall.  This  past 
fall  I also  went  to  Chicago  and  central  and  southern  Illinois 
one  week,  and  to  Oklahoma  and  Iowa  the  next.  You  see,  I 
work  with  secondary  schools  scattered  throughout  the 
country — about  half  public  and  half  private.”  Mrs.  Wilson, 
whose  pine  panelled  office  is  in  her  home  in  rural  Lincoln 
(Massachusetts),  also  estimates  she  spends  eighty  per  cent  of 
her  life  on  the  telephone.  “I  am  very  grateful  to  Mr.  Bell.” 
Founder  and  director  of  International  Placement  Service, 
she  is  consultant  to  schools  and  civic  organizations  which 
want  to  sponsor  a foreign  student  who  will  live  without 
charge  as  a member  of  an  American  family.  Foreign  students 
interested  in  participating  in  this  kind  of  program  apply 
through  their  schools  for  consideration  by  Mrs.  Wilson,  who 
serves  all  concerned — students,  schools,  civic  organizations 
and  host  families — as  a sort  of  matchmaker. 

Personal  contact,  Mrs.  Wilson  believes,  is  vitally  important 
in  making  these  student  exchanges  successful.  “I  operate 
independently — do  it  all  myself.  When  a school  asks  me  to 
find  a foreign  student  of  a particular  nationality,  I select  and 
recommend  the  one  I consider  best  qualified  from  every 
standpoint — academic  ability,  maturity,  seriousness  of 
purpose — to  increase  understanding  between  the  people  of 
his  country  and  the  one  he  will  visit.  I arrange  the  trans- 
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portation  both  ways,  meet  him  when  he  arrives,  and  either 
deliver  him  or  see  that  he  gets  to  the  school  he  will  attend. 
While  he  is  here  I actually  serve  as  his  foster  mother.Through 
’phone  calls,  letters  and  personal  visits,  I keep  in  touch  with 
him,  his  family  and  his  school  both  here  and  abroad.  This 
means  I have  to  keep  the  lines  of  communication  open  all  the 
way  and  therefore  must  limit  the  number  of  people  I work 
with. 

“This  year  I placed  thirty-five  students  from  eleven  foreign 
countries:  Brazil,  Denmark,  Finland,  France,  Germany, 
Japan,  Mexico,  Norway,  Sweden,  Switzerland  and  Turkey. 
These  students  are  in  American  schools  from  Maine  to 
Hawaii.  I also  placed  ten  American  students  in  European 
schools. 

“The  objective  in  making  these  student  placements  is  to 
promote  better  understanding  among  peoples  through  their 
youth.  Youngsters  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  eighteen 
are  usually  just  beginning  to  develop  a social  conscience;  are 
terribly  interested  in  what  is  going  on  in  other  places  of  the 
world;  and  are  perhaps  more  open-minded  than  they  will  be 
at  any  other  time.  Therefore,  if  they  can  be  exposed  to 
another  way  of  life,  another  approach  to  thinking  at  this 
stage,  they  may  develop  more  understanding  of  people  who 
have  different  backgrounds  and  different  approaches.” 

That  Mrs.  Wilson  is  on  the  right  track  is  indicated  by  the 


scores  of  letters  she  receives  from  students  and  parents.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Kjaer  of  Norresundby,  Denmark,  wrote  “ ...  we 
want  to  thank  you  for  your  selection  of  so  exceptional  kind 
and  hospitable  families  for  Paul  to  stay  with  during  his 
sojourn  in  the  U.S.A.  We  think  he  learns  a lot,  and  all  his 
letters  are  so  overflowing  with  enthusiasm  for  the  many  new 
experiences  he  encounters  and  for  the  splendid  American 
hospitality.  We  are  happy  because  Paul  has  got  this  op- 
portunity to  learn  the  best  of  the  American  way  of  life  . . . ” 

About  ninety  percent  of  “my  children”  and  their  families 
continue  their  friendships  through  exchange  visits  and  letters. 
A letter  from  Ann-Lis  Janssen  of  Orkelljunga,  Sweden,  who 
spent  last  year  in  Waterville,  Maine,  says,  “I  just  can’t  wait 
for  the  summer,  when  the  whole  Draper  family  comes.  My 
‘sister,’  Claire-Marie,  is  even  going  to  stay  over  for  the  whole 
summer.  Brigitta  Helgessen  (she  was  in  Pennsylvania)  and  1 
have  decided  to  have  a big  pizza  party  for  the  Americans  in 
Sweden  and  those  who  went  to  the  States  under  I.S.P.S.  I 
just  wish  you  could  be  with  us.” 

Although  Mrs.  Wilson  feels  it  is  hard  to  know  just  how  one 
first  became  interested  in  something,  she  believes  that  a 
number  of  her  experiences  caused  her  to  conclude  that  better 
and  lasting  understanding  among  peoples  might  result  if 
schools  were  to  have  a continuing  program  to  bring  foreign 
youth  into  their  midst. 

While  still  a student  at  Wellesley  College  (class  of  1935), 
she  had  the  opportunity  to  study  in  France  and  live  with  a 
French  family.  For  eighteen  years,  she  and  her  husband, 
William  A.  Wilson,  who  was  a professor  of  mechanical 
engineering  at  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  fre- 
quently entertained  his  foreign  students  in  their  home.  After 
Mr.  Wilson’s  death  in  1957,  she  began  casting  about  for 
something  to  do  which  would  be  personally  satisfying  and 
still  permit  her  to  fulfill  her  responsibilities  to  her  family:  a 
daughter  who  had  just  graduated  from  Smith  College  and 
married;  another  daughter  who  was  a sophomore  at  Vassar, 
and  two  sons,  aged  sixteen  and  two. 

Like  many  women  in  similar  circumstances  Mrs.  Wilson 
first  turned  to  volunteer  work.  She  set  up  a committee  to 
develop  a student  exchange  program  for  her  local  high 
school.  This  work  proved  so  rewardingly  all-consuming  that 
in  1961  she  decided  it  was  what  she  wanted  to  do,  and  could 
do  on  a professional  basis  and  still  have  sufficient  time  for 
her  family. 

The  key  to  her  success  in  working  with  students,  Mrs. 
Wilson  feels,  lies  in  her  ability  to  love  other  people’s  children 
as  much  as  she  loves  her  own.  “It  is  not  uncommon  for  these 
young  people  who  have,  possibly,  seen  me  only  once,  to  share 
their  problems  with  me.  They  will  do  this  only  if  one  has  a 
remarkably  good  relationship  with  them,  and  I believe  I have 
because  I genuinely  love  each  of  these  children  as  I love  my 
own.”
